Document Dl discloses an apparatus and process for conducting 
deposit and drawing operations of banknotes valuables. The 
claimed invention differs from the cited document Dl in that a 
feeding means, provided for controllably feeding in a banknote 
or other document into or controllably feeding out a banknote 
or other document from a pocket, is provided at a feeding 
station and not within each magazine pocket. Therefore, 
document Dl is only a background art document. 

Document D2 discloses a sheet feeding mechanism comprising a 
buffer store consisting essentially of a rotatable drum having 
radially extending pockets which successively receives one 
banknote. The claimed invention differs from the cited 
document D2 in that a selectable magazine pocket can be placed 
in front of a feeding station. Therefore, docximent D2 is only 
a background art document. 

Documents D3 and D4 cited in the International Search Report 
also represent prior art. The claimed invention is not 
considered to be anticipated by these documents.
